1. CHINA 

WH 1 1/13 ANNOUNCEMENT EXPECTED THAT PRES WILL VISIT PRC 
DEC 1-4, WITH ONE-DAY STOPS INDONESIA, PHILS, ENROUTE 
HOME. ADVANCE PARTY NOW EXPECTED LEAVE MONDAY (AP, NYT). 
UPI'S GROWALD (GLOBE, PHINQ). REPORTS WH SPOKESMEN 
SAYING EARLIER CANCELLATION ADVANCE TEAM'S DEPARTURE 
WAS DUE TO "MIXUP " IN TEAM PLANNING FOR ARRANGING PARIS 
ECON AND CHINESE VISITS. BUT DIPLOMATIC SOURCES SAY 
HAK, CHAIO KUAN-HUA, ENGAGED IN TIT-FOR-TAT BATTLE OVER 
DATES; ADD THAT POLITICAL COST OF CANCELLING FORD VISIT 
WOULD HAVE BEEN TOO GREAT FOR BOTH CAPITALS - CHINESE 
WANT VISIT SO THEY CAN DEMONSTRATE ABILITY ATTRACT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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VISITS BY WORLD'S MOST POWERFUL MEN; AND PRES WANTS 
TRIP TO SHOW FOREIGN POLICY EXPERIENCE AS ELECTION YEAR 
APPROACHES. PREDICT TRIP WILL BE LARGELY CEREMONIAL, 
PRODUCING NO DRAMATIC DEVELOPMENTS OR ANNOUNCEMENTS. 
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NESSEN SAID ADVANCE PARTY DUE LEAVE NOV 17, SOON ALTER LORD 
RETURN FROM PARIS (CANNON, WP). WSTAR'S BRADSHER (11/12) 
SUGGESTS EURTHER DELAY IN SCHEDULING LORD TRIP EOLLOWED 
SCHLESINGER EIRING BECAUSE PEKING APPARENTLY DID NOT

EOREIGN DIGNITARY IN LESS THAN MONTH (REUTER PEKING).

LEADER NVN DELEGATION TO REUNIEICATION TALKS, TRUONG

CLUB UNIVERSITIES TURNING OUT TOO MANY EDUCATED PEOPLE, 
WHO BOG DOWN DECISION-MAKING PROCESS WITH SUGGESTIONS. 

FISHERMEN, WITH COAST GUARD, NAVY PATROL CRAFT ESCORT, 
BEGAN FIVE-DAY SWEEP OF TOKYO BAY, SEARCHING FOR DEADLY 
GAS BOMBS BELIEVED DUMPED BY JAPANESE FORCES AT END 
WW II. MARITIME SAFETY AGENCY SAID NO CONFIRMATION

WH'S SEIDMAN SAYS SUMMIT "NOT DESIGNED TO MAKE DECISIONS," 
BUT MEANT BE "BEGINNING OF A DIALOG ON A PERSONAL BASIS." 
OTHER US OFFICIAL EXPLAINED WILL BE EASIER WORK OUT 
MONETARY, TRADE, OTHER NEGOTIATIONS LATER, IF LEADERS 
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MEETING IN PRIVATE, SCREENED FROM PRESS, DEVELOP 

BETTER SENSE OE RAPPORT, BETTER ABILITY COMMUNICATE,
